To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1925. 

You  will  note  that  the  vital  statistics  are  very  satisfactory. 

There  was  one  case  of  Smallpox  in  the  District  during-  the 
year  1925,  and  this  was  of  a  mild  nature. 

During-  the  year  1925  there  was  a  considerable  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified. 

The  Cancer  death-rate  was  high  for  the  period  under  review, 
there  being  12  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  119  deaths. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  pointing  out  to  you  that  for  tihe  year 
1925  the  Infantile  death-rate  was  35.7  per  1,000  births;  during 
the  year  1924  it  was  91.2  per  1,000'  births. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  suggest  the  following  recommenda¬

The  main  industry  of  the  district  is  that  of  coal  mining-,  but 
this  does  not  give  rise  to  any  markedly  prejudicial  influences  to 
public  health.  The  mines  are  all  more  or  less  situated  at  some 
distance  from  the  main  part  of  the  town.  There  has  been  no 
undue  prevalence  of  any  of  those  diseases  common  amongst 
miners.  There  are  several  other  industries  in  the  district ;  these 
mainly  employ  female  labour.  There  is  also  a  big  enginering 
works  and  a  brick  works.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  hospital  or  institution  in  the  district  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  care  of  Tubercular  patients.  Tubercular  cases  from  the 
Ripley  area  attend  the  County  Council  Clinic  at  Derby,  and  if 
institutional  or  sanatorium  treatment  is  considered  necessary  they 
are  sent  to  one  of  the  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  Countv  Council.  Patients  remaining-  at  home  are  regrilarlv 
visited  by  the  health  visitors.  We  also  have  in  the  district  a 
1  uherculosis  Care  Committee.  This  Committee  meets  at  regular 
intervals  and  helps  to  alleviate  much  suffering  and  distress  in 
necessitous  cases  by  providing  extra  milk,  etc. 


(2)  Maternity. 

The  Ripley  Maternity  Home  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council.  It  is  a  recognised  training  centre 
for  midwives.  During  the  year  1925  130  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Ripley  Maternity  Home,  48  of  these  being  Ripley  residents. 
There  are  two  qualified  midwives  practising*  in  the  town  and  dis¬ 
trict.  One  of  these  nurses  is  subsidised  bv  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council. 


(3)  Fever  and  Smallpox. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  area.  The  majority  of 
the  fever  cases  are  sent  to  the  Belper  Isolation  Hospital. 

(4)  Ripley  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  Ripley  Cottage  Hospital  is  situate  in  its  own  grounds  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  town.  The  upkeep  of  the  Hospital  is  by 
voluntary  contributions.  Since  I  wrote  my  Report  last  year  an 
X-ray  apparatus  has  been  installed  and  has  been  working  some 
time.  I  need  hardly  remark  on  the  utility  of  this.  The  majority 
of  cases  treated  at  the  Hospital  during  the  year  1925  were  acci 
dents.  A  new  women  ’s  ward  has  also  been  opened  since  last  year. 
There  is  accommodation  in  the  Hospital  for  12  male  and  7  female 
patients. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  illegitimate  infants  and 
homeless  children  in  the  area. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(а)  For  Infectious  cases. 

An  Ambulance  is  generally  sent  from  the  Belper 
Isolation  Hospital. 

(б)  For  non-infectious  and  Accident  cases. 

The  Ripley  Urban  District  Council  provide  an 
Ambulance  and  the  Butterley  Company  also  have  a  very 
up-to-date  Ambulance,  which  is  much  availed  of. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

An  anti-natal  clinic  is  conducted  once  weekly  at  the  Ripley 
Maternity  Home  by  the  Matron  and  Staff. 

There  are  several  child  welfare  centres  operating  in  the 
district. 


Medical  inspection  at  tine  Schools  is  regularly  carried  out  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers.  There  is  also  the  clinic  at  Derby  ; 
this  clinic  is  under  the  control  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 


1  here  is  no  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  the  area,  cases  being  sent 
for  consultation,  etc.,  either  to  the  Ilkeston  Dispensary  or  to  the 
Derby  clinic.  There  is  no  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  in  the  area.  Cases  of  venereal  disease  .are  advised  to 
attend  the  clinic  which  is  held  in  Derby. 
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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.. 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  in  the  district  are  attended  by  the 
two  District  Nurses.  The  upkeep  of  these  nurses  is  by  voluntary- 
contributions.  A  grant  of  ^io  per  annum  is  contributed  by  the 
Ripley  Urban  Council  towards  the  nursing  of  special 
cases. 

Special  arrangements  have  to  be  made  for  the  provision  of 
nursing  when  a  case  of  infectious  disease  is  nursed  at  home. 

The  two  Health  Visitors  working  in  the  area  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. 

This  work  is  undertaken  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory, 
Derby,  and  the  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  specimens 
sent  for  examination  and  the  results  obtained  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  RIPLEY  DISTRICT. 
Water. 

The  Ripley  district  derives  its  water  supply  from  a  dual 
source,  namely  :  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  Water  Board  and  from 
the  Derwent  Water  Board.  This  dual  supply  thus  ensures  a  con¬ 
stant  supply  to  the  district. 
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The  Ripley  Council  have  felt  for  some  time  that  the  present 
storage  capacity  in  the  town  is  somewhat  inadequate,  and  to 
remedy  this  have  in  contemplation  at  present  the  erection  of  a  much 
larger  storage  tank  than  the  one  in  use.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the 
dwelling-houses  have  a  direct  supply  from  the  mains.  Both  the 
supplies  of  the  district  are  particularly  free  of  any  plumbo-solvent 
action,  and  moreover  most  of  the  piping  used  is  of  galvanised  iron 
type.  During  the  year  1925  there  were  no  reports  of  any  con¬ 
tamination  of  the  water.  The  water  used  in  the  district  is  not 
analysed  locally,  but  is  analysed  at  frequent  intervals  by  the 
Derwent  Water  Board  authorities  and  by  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor 
Board  authorities. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Council  are  dealing  with  the  Sewerage  Scheme  at  Wain- 
groves  by  having  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Godnor  District. 

The  Council  have  just  completed  a  new  scheme  to  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  Derbv  Road  and  Marehay  District. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Council  are  doing  all 
in  their  power  to  get  private  houses  which  at  present  drain  into 
cesspools,  linked  up  with  the  public  sewer. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Council  are  taking  active  steps  to  convert  privies  and 
pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system,  and  during  the  year  1925 
51  privies  and  24  pail  closets  were  converted,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
at  least  a  similar  number  will  be  converted  year  bv  year  until  the 
whole  of  these  closets  are  converted. 

The  conversion  is  proceeding  on  a  definite  policy. 

At  the  end  of  the  vear  1925  there  were  in  the  district  362 
privies  and  1,404  pail  closets.

Scavenging. 

The  whole  of  the  scavenging  in 

the  district 

is  done 

by  the 

Council.  During  the  year  1925  the  Council  purchased  a  S.D. 
Freighter  for  the  collection  of  dust-bin  refuse;  this  has  taken  the 
place  of  carts. 

Idle  Council  are  endeavouring  to  have  substituted  ash-bins 
for  ash-pits,  so  as  to  ensure  the  constant  removal  of  refuse,  as  the 
following  Table  shows  : —

Schools. 


The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  several  Schools  in  tihe  district 
are  very  good.  The  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is  linked  up  with 
the  public  supply. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  sold  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  of  a  pure 
and  wholesome  character.  There  was  no  definite  evidence  of  anv 
disease  being  attributable  to  the  milk  supply  during  the  year  1925. 
No  tuberculous  cattle  came  under  our  notice  during  the  vear. 
There  were  no  licences  refused  or  revoked  during  the  year  1925. 

None  of  the  milk  producers  in  the  district  have  so  far  adopted 
a  Pasteurisation  process,  nor  have  any  applications  been  made  for 
special  licences  in  connection  with  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

The  milk  shops  and  cowsheds  were  inspected  at  intervals 
during  the  year. 

(b)  Meat. 

The  meat  at  the  time  of  slaughter  is  inspected  regularly  bv 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  Notices  of  intended  time  of 
slaughter  are  sent  in.  The  pork  butchers  have  all  had  to  erect 
or  convert  existing  buildings  into  making-up  rooms.  The  market 
stalls  have  been  provided  with  side  and  back  cloths.  The  meat 
sold  in  the  district  is  of  a  high  standard.  There  is  no  public 
slaughter-house  in  the  district.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 

During  the  year  1925  there  was  no  epidemic  of  any  of  the 
infectious  diseases  in  the  Ripley  area.  During  the  autumn  and 
the  later  part  of  the  year  1925  there  were  a  great  many  cases  of 
Chicken-pox.  During  that  time  Chicken-pox  was  made  a  notifi¬ 
able  disease;  this  was  done  as  a  precautionary  measure  against 
any  mild  case  of  Smallpox  being  overlooked  or  not  diagnosed, 
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There  were  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  two  of  these  being 
removed  to  the  Belper  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Council  have  made 
arrangements  with  a  local  chemist  to  keep  in  stock  a  supply  of 
Diphtheria  anti-toxin.  This  is  used  by  the  medical  practitioners 
lor  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Diphtheria.  Pathological  and  bac¬ 
teriological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  County  Council 
Laboratory  at  Derby.  A  Table  is  shown  in  the  Report  which 
shows  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  have  been  availed  of. 
During  the  year  1925  there  were  two  cases  of  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  notified.  I  have  had  two  cases  under  observation  for 
some  time,  which  show  well-developed  signs  of  the  post  encepha¬ 
litis  syndemic.

During  the  year  1925  no  “return”  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  came 
under  my  notice. 

The  Council  undertake  all  disinfection  necessary  in  connection 
with  infectious  disease. 

Up  to  the  present  we  have  not  adopted  the  Shick  and  Dick 
tests  in  diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  1925  the  total  number  of  vaccintions  done  by 
me  as  Public  Vaccinator  was  as  follows:— 31  primary  vaccinations 
and  14  re-vaccinations. 

There  were  several  mild  outbreaks  of  Influenza  during  the 
year  1925.  During  the  year  1925  there  vTere  41  cases  of 
Pneumonia  notified.  There  wore  four  deaths  from  pneumonia. 

There  were  26  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year 
1925.  Fourteen  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Belper  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital.  There  were  two  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.  As  I 
have  already  mentioned,  the  Council  disinfect  the  premises,  the 
methods  being  fumigation  and  spraying.  Where  articles  such  as 
bedding,  etc.,  have  to  be  disinfected  they  are  sent  to  the  Belpe> 
Isolation  Hospital. 

There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever.  This  case  was  sent 
to  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  Ripley  District  has  been  particularly  free  of  Smallpox,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  Table  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 
On  several  occasions  I  have  been  notified  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  other  areas  of  the  presence  of  contacts  in  our  area.  These 
have  all  been  seen  as  soon  as  possible  and  vaccinated  and  also  kept 
under  observation  for  some  time.

HOUSING. 

(1)  General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  area. — The  majority  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  are  up  to  date  and  comfortable.  They 
are  mainly  built  of  brick.  The  Council  have  adopted  the  Subsidy 
scheme,  and  this  has  given  a  great  impetus  to  building.  There 
has  been  no  important  change  in  the  population  in  the  period  under 
review. 

(2)  There  was  some  overcrowding  in  the  area  during  the  year 
1925,  and  of  course,  as  I  pointed  out  last  year,  many  more  houses 
will  have  to  be  built. 

(3)  Generally  the  defects  found  in  unfit  houses  came  under  the 
following  headings  : — Leaky  roofs,  insufficient  ventilation,  damp¬ 
ness,  defective  paving  of  yards,  etc. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  owners  of  property  in  the 
district  are  rather  loath  to  spend  money  in  keeping  their  property 
in  good  repair,  but  I  feel  that  in  some  of  the  poorer  parts  of  the 
town  the  tenants  do  not  exercise  reasonable  care  in  protecting  the 
houses,  and  too  often  there  is  ample  evidence  of  neglect  and  waste. 

The  Sanitary  Officer  embodies  in  his  Report  the  action  taken 
by  the  Council  regarding  unfit  houses,  etc. 

I  have  already  dealt  in  this  Report  with  water  supply,  closet 
accommodation,  and  refuse  disposal,  and  have  pointed  out  how 
they  affect  housing.
